RUNAWAY SLAVES CAPTURED. 


Arrest or a Sea Cartaix anp Mate.—The Nor 
folk (Va.) Herald of the 24th has the following: 

“Early yesterday morning we received infurma- 
tion thata schooner had beeo driven ashore in 
Princess Avune County with fugitive slaves on 


| board, and shortly after we had the satisfaction of 
seeing the captain and mate of the schooner, who? 


bad been brought up to this city and and lodged in 
jail for safe keeping. It appears that the schooner 
Mary Ann Elizabeth, of Baltimore, commanded by 
Wm. Lambden of Wilmington, Del., assisted by 
Benj. Collins of Port Norris, N. J., as mate, left 
this port on Wednesday last Lound for Philadel- 
phis. During the gale of that night the vessel was 
driven ashore about five miles from Cape Henry, 


with a loss of some sails and rigging, and in the! 


merning it was discovered that she had on board 
several negroes whose owners were known to re- 
sde inthiscity. Thecaptain had in his posses- 
sion $125 which the negioes said they had paid 
him for their passage for Philadeiphia. The ecap- 
tain, however, says that the slaves were on board 
without his knowledge; that he went forwara on 
Wednesday evening and discovered a chin under 
the forecastie batch ; that he raised the hatch and 
discovered the slaves stowed away in the forecastle: 
thet he called the mate's attention to the fact, who 
was as mach astonished as himself: that the mon- 
ey was then taken from the negroesand the schoon- 
er putabout for Norfolk, Lut owing to the gale of 
wind blowing at the time it was fouad inmpractica- 
ble, and that it was then determined to run the 
schooner ashore, which was accordingly done. Ir

A RIGHTEOUS LAW. 


The Georgia Legislature, now in session has be- 





fore it a proposition for a law, authorizing the al-! 
leged master of any absconding slave or slaves, , 
who is able to swear that such slaves have escaped | 
to any free State, and that he cannot recover them, 
to secure himself by seizing any property or debts: 
due in Georgia to any citizen of the free state to 
which the slave has escaped, and he is autaorized 
tu pay himself the value of sa‘d slave or slaves 
out of the seized property or debt, provided it be 
sufficient for the same, or if not to be used for that 
purpose so fur as it will go. 

Thenorthern merchants tu whom the Georgiaus' 
are indebted, and who hold property seized for 
the non-payment of debts in that State are the very 
men who have entered intoa solemn partnership, 
with the Georgia slaveholders, promising to guard 
the plautations—to keep the slaves at home and if 
they eseape to return them. If they habitually 
failin the discharge of this constitutional duty 
why should not their injured partners secure them- 
selves from luss by the negligence or unfaithful-' 
ness of their associates by such a seizure upon 
their property ? The thing looks much more fair 
and equitable than the vast majority of the slavhold-’ 


Especially as the men who will suffer 


are the great Union savers of the Nation. It pro- 
poses tuo righteous a retribution and is quite too 
good to be furmed intoa law—or ever to be en- 
foreed as such.
